LONDON (UPP— Prime Minister Har­ 
old Wilson conferred today on the North­ 
ern Ireland crisis with Prime Minister 
Jam es 
Chichester-Clark. Government 
sources said Wilson demanded swift 
reforms to end the threat of civil war 
in Northern Ireland. 


Wilson met first in emergency session 
with his cabinet while police and troops 
guarded the government area of London 
against possible outbreaks or disturb­ 
ances 
by 
London’s 
500,000 
Irish 
residents. 


The situation was heightened by a state­ 
ment in Dublin by the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (7RA> that it had sent 
“ full equipped detachments” to North 
Ireland to join the Catholie-Protestant 
fighting and try to overthrow the North 
Ireland government. The Dublin govern­ 
ment ordered security police to step 
up their surveillance and Irish Prem­ 
ier Jack Lynch denounced the IRA ac­ 
tion. 


The situation was quiet but tense in 
Northern Ireland as Chichester-Clark 
and his aides arrived at 10 Downing 


St. escorted by a police car. 
Police 
used steel crush barriers to keep back 
sightseers and demonstrators. There 
was some booing by Irish Republic 
demonstrators from the far side of the 
street but no trouble. 


Informed sources 
said Wilson was 
demanding 
swift reform s to meet the 
demands of the civil rights workers 
who complain that Catholics are dis­ 
criminated against in voting, housing 
and other rights. It was this charge 
that helped touch off last week’s vio­ 
lence. 


But the British agreed that Chich­ 
ester-Clark was in no position to make 
major concessions without running into 
trouble from his own extreme Protest­ 
ant supporters. 


Northern Ireland, which appeared on 
the brink of civil war at height of the 
Catholie-Protestant disorders last week, 
spent a third trouble free night and Cath­ 
olic and Protestant viglantes patrolled 
the streets today to enforce the uneasy 
neaee.

A civilian truck driver at Vanden­

Hayse is employed by 
a Phoenix, 
Ariz., firm.

The young officer, who completed his 
probationary period with the force two 
months ago, was the 20th Los Angeles 
police officer killed in the line of duty 
in the last 16 years. 
The slain policeman’s partner, rookie 
Frank Benavidez, 2G, said the two split 
up when they arrived checking out a call 
of “ suspicious circum stances” in the 
area. 
“ I heard two shots,” Benavidez said 
“ They came from the other direction. 
Then 
suddenly, 
somebody jumped out 
from behind a bush and fired a shot at 
m e. Then he took off. My partner was 
lying on the sidewalk.” 
Benavidez, who graduated from the 
P olice Academy last February, called 
for assistance and an ambulance after the 
shots were fired shortly after midnight. 
When the ambulance arrived, Maddox 
was dead. 
Police said one of the suspects pre­ 
sumably wrested the revolver away from 
Maddox and fired the fatal shots. 
A short month ago, another rookie p » 
trolman, Robert J. Cote, 23, was fatal­ 
ly wounded in an exchage of gunfire in a 
robbery attempt at a Hollywood variety 
store. Cote died on July 31 at Centrad 
Receiving Hospital an hour after he was 
shot. 
Accused Green Berets taken 
out of solitary confinement 


SAIGON (UPI) — The Army today 
brought before the public for the first 
time since their arrest seven of the eight 
U.S. Gieen Beret officers accused of 
planning and carrying out the murder of 
a Vietnamese civilian. 
The Army took all eight out of 29 
days of solitary confinement Monday and 
put them up in an air conditioned offi­ 
cers billet considered luxurious by mili­ 
tary standards. 
Wearing their distinctive green berets 
and starched jungle fatigue suits, the men 
were presented to newsmen and photo 
graphers outside the officers quarters. 
All appeared In good health and spirits.

O fficers in charge of the accused men 
stood outside the barracks, a one-story 
building with 
central air conditioning, 
private rooms with individual toilets, 
baths and refrigerators stocked with soft 
drinks and snacks. Television is avail­ 
able. 
The Army moved them from their five 
by eight foot solitary cells in the mili­ 
tary stockade at Long Binh, 17 m iles 
north of Saigon, explaining it no longer 
needed to isolate them in the investi­ 
gation. 


The men are now considered “ instaJU 
lation parolees” although in legal con- 
flnement, 
an Army spokesman said. 
A lawyer for one of the accused had 
complained 
that the conditions under 
which the men had been held in the 
stockade were inhuman. 
Newsmen were kept 100 feet from the 
accused men and not allowed to talk to 
them. 
Photographers were permitted 
to take pictures from a street 35 yards 
away as the men mingled before walking 
to eat at a nearby m ess hall. 


The men are accused of killing a Viet­ 
namese civilian at Nha Trang on the 
coast 188 miles northeast of Saigon last 
June 20. The group includes the form­ 
er commander of all U.S. Special Foro 
es (Green Berets) in Vietnam, Col. Rob­ 
ert Rheault of Vineyard Haven, Mass.

GULFPORT, M iss. (UPI)-H urricane 
Cam ille’s death toll reached at least 123 
today and was expected to go “consider­ 
ably higher” as disaster workers bull­ 
dozed 
through the rubble of devastated 
towns and villages along M ississippi’s 
Gulf coast. 
The 600-square-mile 
area, crippled 
by lack of food, water, electric power 
and communications, was a bedlam of 
confusion, 
grief and shambles. 
City 
and county officials from the entire Mis­ 
sissippi 
Gulf 
Coast 
huddled in an 
emergency meeting at Gulfport tobring 
about some semblance of order in the 
m assive cleanup job. 
Receding 
waters uncovered dozens 
of bodies sprawled 
in the mud and tan­ 
gled wreckage. 
“ They’re still digging 
them out,” 
said Bill Harvey, 
public information 
officer of the M ississippi Civil Defense 
Council. 
He said there were 106 con­ 
firmed deaths, but added 
that “ today 
was the first chance to get bulldozers 
in and we expect the toll to go consider­ 
ably higher. 
Hundreds 
and perhaps 
thousands were injured.” 
At least 
200,000 were left hom eless. 
Most spent the night in emergency shel­ 
ters and ventured out at dawn to help 
clean up the ruin of what once was the 
playground of M ississippi’s 
plantation 
aristocracy. 
Six cargo planes landed in Gulfport 
full of food, 
medical 
supplies and 
heavy 
bulldozing 
equipment. A 200- 
bed emergency hospital unit was mov­ 
ed from the Space Agency's M ississip­ 
pi 
Test Facility north of Bay St. Louis 
into Pass Christian. 
Eight trucks car­ 
rying 
15,000 gallons of water labored 
across hazardous 
highways 
to the 
stricken 
area and 
20 
more trucks 
were en route from Baton Rouge, la ., 
with food, clothing, 
mi*dicai supplies 
and water. 
Harrison County, 
which encompas­ 
se s 
Gulfport, 
Biloxi and Pass Chris­ 
tian, 
was hardest 
hit by Cam ille’s 
190-mile-an-hour 
winds. 
Wade Guice, 
civil 
defense 
director for the county, 
said the toll was “ at least 100 and ris­ 
ing” in the three towns. More than 50 
bodies were uncovered in one residen­ 
tial 
section of Pass Christian early 
today. 
Massive traffic jams also hampered 
cleanup 
operations. 
Relief 
vehicles 
stalled 
helplessly 
in 
heavy flows of 
traffic along the few 
roads that were 
still usable. 
Most of Pass Christian’s victim s were 
swept to their deaths in a roaring tide 
that crashed in from the Gull. 
“ It appears that the tide was greater 
than 20 feet,” said Guice. He said the 
bodies were found in an area which had 
been believed safe. The residents were 
warned to leave their homes, but not 
ordered to do so, before Camille struck 
Sunday night, he said. 
“ There’s an area south at the rail­ 
road where you just set» a vacant slab 
and piles of lumber. House after house 
after house — even the plumbing i- is 
gone, swept away,” Guice said. 
“ I heard them blowing the sirens there 
Sunday night,” Guice said. The resi­ 
dents 
apparently ignored them, think­ 
ing they were safe. 
As workers poked 
through the rub­ 
ble, 
Guice ordered 
a meeting later 
today of all rescue agencies. “ We need 
to get coordinated, and it’s 
a matter 
of life and death for the people who are 
left,” Guice said. 
Food and water were scarce, 
al­

House still refuses to pay Powell 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Adam Clay­ 
ton Powell Jr. and the House of Repre­ 
sentatives are still about $80,000 apart 
on the Issue of his exclusion from the 
90th Congress, with no signs the gap will 
narrow. 
So far as the House is concerned, the 
Harlem Democrat lias almost nothing 
coming to him, 
despite the Supreme 
Court ruling the House illegally barred 
him for an entire tw oyear term start­ 
ing 
in 1967. 
The House said it was 
willing to pay court costs of $1,363.42. 


In Powell’s view he is entitled to $55,- 
000 in back pay and several thousand 
dollars in other allowances, and he also 
should receive suspension of the $25,- 
000 fine the House levied as a condi­ 
tion of his being seated this year in the 
new Congress. 
These were the official positions filed 
Monday with U.S. District Court Judge 
George L. Hart Jr., who is charged with 
carrying out the Supreme Court's man­ 
date to explore what further proceed­ 
ings may be warranted and effect a set- 


tlement of the historic case. 
Reflecting House resentment over the 
Supreme Court ruling, the House attor­ 
ney, 
Bruce 
Bromley, wrote Hart the 
lawmakers do not agree with the deci­ 
sion and there was no way of knowing 
what the House might do about a court 
order to give Powell back pay. 
“ It is our clients’ position that Mr. 
Powell is not entitled to any further relief 
in this action, and that the action should 
be dism issed,” Bromley said. Powell’s 
lawver. Herbert O. Reid wrote Hart that 


the emoluments of the office denied Pow­ 
ell should be restored, and the resolu­ 
tion fining the Congressman should be 
declared null and void because it repre­ 
sented “a continuation of . . . unconsti­ 
tutional exclusion.” 
Hart, who solicited the statements in 
a search for compromise, set oral ar­ 
guments for Aug. 27.

He delivered us to the 
ra ilro a d statio n and according 
to the map we had, that was 
not right so we tried to m ake 
him understand that that was the 
w rong p lace. He was determ ined 
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that he was right so we got out, 
paid and tipped him — he re­ 
turned the tip! — with a sm ile, 
yet! He went his way. 


We soon discovered the sto re 
was on top of the station! We 
becam e absolutely im m ersed in 
a human ant hill — thousands of 
people rushing to o r from a 
train or to the sto re. So along 
we went, a piece of flotsam 
caught up in the cu rren t of life 
in the O rient. We w ere ca rrie d 
upward, floor after floor and 
we kept bumping into what we 
thought w ere people but turned 
out to be m annequins d resse d in 
kim onos. They are very big on 
m annequins in sto re s . So after 
a while, we stopped saying " g o 
men n asai” o r excuse m e, hop­ 
ing they wouldn’t think we w ere 
an Ugly A m erican. 


We couldn’t find what we w ere 
after so decided to brow se our 
way down. M istake. M ore rush­ 
ing 
people, 
m ore 
signs we 
couldn’t read , no reason to the 
grouping of item s on a p ar- 


ticu lar floor, etc. So finally es­ 
caped the building and stood in 
line 
for 
a taxi to retu rn to 
the hotel, our p recio u s direc-i 
tio n s clutched in our hot hand. 


T here is a good system of get­ 
ting a taxi over h ere. You stand 
in line, usually long, and when 
your tu rn com es you get one and 
no crow ding in, e ith er. T here 
alw ays 
a re 
a flock of taxis 
available so it really doesn’t 
take long to get one. 


The th ree of us, with three 
bags and asso rted p a rc e ls, de­ 
veloped a system of loading a 
taxi which worked like a ch arm . 
A fter the usual wild rid e through 
traffic that would be like sev­ 
e ra l freew ays m erging with no 
traffic lights, we got to our 
room and stayed th ere until the 
retu rn of the native.

It seems the 
only panacea for his dilemma is real ad­ 
venture. Naturally, Mom and Dad come 
around to his way of thinking, Dexter 
shapes up, and everyone lives happily 
ever after. 
Though sometimes cliche, the plot 
is rescued as creator George Latshaw 
and company pull strings to elevate the 
story to a high plane of clever props 
and imaginative dialog. The effect of 
a “ live” television screen is simulated 
through the use of an overhead projector 
behind the curtain. Movement is effect­ 
ed manually, with acetate overlays. One 
of the programs has the catchy title, 
“ As the Worm Turns,” a take-off on 
the daytime serial. On the Curly Cart­ 
wright show, the hero commercializes, 
“ So remember, kids, eat your POW, so 
you can be powerful rich like me.” 
Then the immortal moment when Dex­ 
ter returns to his parents, flat and 
colorless, Mrs. Foster trills to her 
husband, “ Oh, Harry, I told you we 
should have gotten a color set!” 
Behind the scenes, following the show, 
pleasant chaos reigned. A sign previous­ 
ly tacked up for the show “ The Emper­ 
or’s New Clothes” had been removed. 
It read: “ The Emperor knows how to 
cool it, man. Signed— the cast of Hair. 
So do we,” was the footnote. Puppets 
were put to rest. Some lay about, with 
arm s and legs akimbo. The costumes 
were resplendent, the construction of 
highest quality. 
Latshaw had only to pick one up and 
it immediately came to life. He brought 
out a puppet four feet high, explained 
its role in his science fiction fantasy, 
“ The Push-Button Planet,” and said it 
demanded the efforts of two people for 
the simplest maneuvers. There is a 
relation to dramatic acting agreed Lat­ 
shaw and his two college student assist­ 
ants, although the puppeteer becomes an 
“ invisible” actor. 
“ It’s different, it’s challenging, and 
puppets can mean many different things,” 
said Chris Moad and Cheryl Stelzig, 
visiting college students enrolled in the 
Pacific Conservatory of the Performing 
Arts. 
During this season of puppet theatre, 
Latshaw adapted the traditions of Europe 
and Asia to vary the type of figures 
used in the productions — hand puppets, 
shadows and the Japanese Bunranku.

The 
Macedonia, Ohio, man has been touring 
the nation since 1952 to present his 
unusual puppet programs for children 
and adults. 
That same year, he was called to 
Hollywood to assist Walton and O’Rourke 
with hand puppets for M-G-M’s production 
of Lili, starring Mel F errer and Les- 
lie Caron. In 1958, he created the pup- 
pet pantomine production to the music 
of Copeland’s Billy the Kid, using nin^ 
foot puppets worked in style sim ilar to 
the Japanese. The production premiered 
with the Detroit Symphony, followed by 
two more productions, through 1964, 
also for the Detroit Symphony. 
He has designed, created puppets and

Hunting locally still is on the 
slow side with deer mostly being 
found in the higher elevations, 
the California dove season, as 
set by the Department of Fish 
and Game will be a 46-day split 
season statewide that will open 
on Monday, Sept. 1 and run 
through Sept. 30. The second 
period 
will 
be from Nov. 29 
through December 14. 
Mourning doves, ringed tur­ 
tle doves and Chinese spotted 
doves may all be taken stat^ 
wide. White wings may be kilt­ 
ed in Imperial, Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties only. 
Bag and possession limit is not 
more than 10 doves in the aggre­ 
gate on any one day. On or aft- 
er the second day of each of the 
two split season periods, a max­ 
imum of 20 doves in the aggre­ 
gate may be possessed. Legal 
shooting hours will be one half 
hour before sunrise to sunset. 
The DFG recently published 
a question and answer direc­ 
tory to help dove hunters. We 
will try and give a few of the 
most often asked questions for 
the next few weeks. 
Q: — Why is the dove sea- 
son open on a Monday and not 
on Saturday like other seasons? 
A: Because, under federal reg­ 
ulations, the dove season can’t 
open before Sept. 1. To open 
on a Saturday would require 
waiting until Sept. 6, five days 
after Arizona opens its season 
across the Colorado River. As a 
result, California’s 19G9 dove 
season 
will open Labor Day 
(Sept. 1). 
Q: W ill you explain the bag 
and possession limits on doves. 
A: In California under no cir­ 
cumstances, may a hunter take 
more than 10 doves in one day. 
But on or after the second day 
of each hunting period, if you 
have hunted two or more days 
and have complied with the daily 
limit of 10 birds, you may pos­ 
sess a maximum of 20 doves in 
the combined total of all spe­ 
cies. 
Q: Having got my own lim­ 
it, may I assist a friend to get 
his? A: No. 
+ + + 
Salmon are still playing hard 
to get and the take has been on 
the slow side. 
Last week we managed to go 
sea fighing, going out from Port 
San Luis. After combining the 
ocean from the Red Light to Pis- 
mo Pier, during which time we 
had adoubtful strike which could 
have been a bonita, we went to 
bottom fishing — filling a sack 
with excellent eating fish. 
The most sporting event of the 
day was probably a large bonita, 
of which species have shown up 
in local waters. These fish put 
up a fight equal and better than 
any salmon on a pound for pound 
basis. Many anglers are not 
pleased when they hook up with 
one and regard the lost weight 
on the release as a waste of 
good lead. However, when bled 
and filleted with the black meat 


removed, marinated and cooked 
in tomato juice, a bonita be­ 
comes a tasty morsel. 
Bonita can also be smokes. 
In our opinion, there are better 
fish to smoke as we find them 
somewhat mealy. However, we 
overcame this by partially cook­ 
ing them in the oven and then 
finishing the operation in the 
smoke box. 
During our trip on the ocean, 
our partner, a Canadian on a 
visit to the west coast, had 
taken 
along 
a comparatively 
lightweight spinning outfit with 
the hopes of tangling with a 
bonita. 
Fortunately 
for him 
since we were in a rather small 
boat, he did not connect, But he 
did have loads of fun on good- 
sized "blues,” a fish of the 
bass species. 
■f + + 
There still are lots of trout 
in Lopez Lake but they are very 
scattered in spite of a heavy 
planting last week. It would aj> 
pear that fish have been ob- 
served to take off as soon as 
they were planted. 
Those fishing from boats are 
getting some nice-sized fish on 
the far side of the spillway. 
We still hold our same spot, 
the trail to the right at the 
end of the launching ramp road, 
seems as good as any place. 
We have found that staying in one 
spot appears to pay off with 
the best bait still is a small 
marshmellow. 
We have often been asked to 
what thought was the best ter­ 
minal tackle. From what we 
have observed, the most fish 
seem to be taken on a rig with 
a sinker on the bottom and 
about two feet up a snell some 
18 inches long with a long 
shank number 10 hook to carry 
the marshmellow and a red egg 
on the bottom of the hook. 
Some anglers like a sliding 
sinker, which is alright if one 
knows the bottom is sandy. At 
this time of the year, there 
is a growth of moss, and by 
keeping a taught line, the bait 
thus can be held above the moss. 
If a sliding sinker is used, a 
short snell would be best, that 
as the marshmellow is light­ 
weight, it will tend to float above 
weeds and moss. 
Another favorite trick is to 
use no sinker but a lump of 
sugar attached to the lead, as 
a throwing weight. The line, as 
soon as the sugar disolves, 
slowly sinks in a natural man­ 
ner, passing slowing to the bot- 
tome through various thermal 
levels, or wherever the trout 
are lying. 
Nacimiento remains the same 
with fairly hot weather and bass 
fishing early and late. Best re­ 
sults are found by those fish­ 
ing deep. Night fishing for cat­ 
fish has been good also. 
Margarita Lake has been good 
for catfish, up to two pounds, 
and mostly for those fishing in 
the vicinity of Pier 13, near 
the old river channel.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - One 
evening in late June Sam Jones, 
home in Washington, D.C., re­ 
ceived a phone call. It was from 
Connie Hawkins in Pittsburgh. 
“ Sam,” said Hawkins, “ Pm 
throwing a party in a couple 
weeks. I want you and Gladys 
to come up here. Pm sending 
you two plane tickets and res­ 
ervations are set at the best 
hotel in town.” 
“ We went to Pittsburgh,” re­ 
called Mrs. Sam Jones, “ to cel­ 
ebrate with Connie. Well, maybe 
celebrate 
is too frivolous a 
word. I think it was more to 
relieve the tension. And we 
wanted to be there to show 
Connie how happy we were for 


him, and to show him Sam was 
still behind him — after all 
these years.” 
Hawkins threw the party aft­ 
er the National Basketball As­ 
sociation, faced with a $6 mil­ 
lion damage suit by Hawkins, 
decided to lift its ban on him. 
Hawkins 
had been blackballed 
from the NBA because of some 
alleged peripheral association 
with basketball game fixers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -E ve­ 
ry now and then you see an 
item 
in 
the 
papers 
about 
scientists somewhere needing 
thousands of lightning bugs for 
experiments. 
At such times there is usually 
an offer to pay small boys a 
nominal bounty for all of the 
glowworms they can capture 
and bring in alive 
If 
you give more than a 
passing thought to these items, 
you probably begin to wonder 
what in the name of lampyri- 
dae 
and 
elateridae 
those 
scientists are doing with so 
many incandescent insects. 
And 
if 
you 
have 
ever 
considered 
these 
items 
in 
conjunction with other items in 
the paper, dark suspicions may 
have started to form in your 
mind. 
You 
may have noted that 
certain news items seem to fall 
into a fixed pattern. First there 
will be a series of items about 
electric power shortages along 
the East Coast. Then there will 
be a series of items quoting 
power 
company 
officials as 
assuring 
everyone 
they are 
working on the problem and 
have a plan to prevent future 
shortages. Then there will be 
an item about scientists need­ 
ing thousands of lightning bugs. 
The suspicion that has started 
to form in my mind is that 
those really aren’t scientists 


who are collecting the bugs. 
They 
are 
power 
company 
engineers. 
I further suspect lightning 
bugs may have a key role in 
the plan for overcoming future 
power shortages. (I’ve noticed 
that power company officials 
become 
rather 
vague 
when 
questions about the plan are 
raised.) 
It is my hunch that the plan 
will work something like this: 
A summer heat wave causes 
extensive use of cooling equip­ 
ment which overloads the lines 
of the Consolidated Electric 
Power 
and 
Firefly 
Co. 
A 
transform er fails and there is a 
blackout in the community. 
The 
company 
immediately 
switches 
to 
the 
emergency 
backup system, which has been 
in 
the 
planning 
stage 
for 
several years and has finally 
been perfected. 
What it does is send each of 
its 
customers 
a 
glass 
jar 
containing 25 lightning bugs. 
This provides household illumi­ 
nation until either (1) 
the 
transform er is repaired or (2) 
the weather cools off. 


It does not, alas, keep the 
refrigerator running, but I saw 
an item the other day about 
scientists 
performing some 
experiments with doodlebugs, 
which have low body tempera­ 
tures. 
So maybe the power 
companies have a plan.

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Criminologist criticizes Hoover's 
crime rate report as exaggerated

Edgar Hoover’s 
crime rate reports exaggerate 
the situation 
“ One of my students has fig­ 
ured that at the present rate of 
increase, in 1090 everyone will 
either be in jail or a police­ 
man,” said Dr. Richard B 
Hoffman. 
And that would not end crime, 
said Hoffman, because crime 
tends to increase in areas, such 
as Latin America, with the 
highest per capita proportions 
of police. 
The F B I’s uniform crime re­ 
port for 1968 showed a rate 
since 1960 increasing 1! times 
as fast as i>opulation. The rate 
is based on the number of re­ 
ported incidents in seven cate­ 
gories—murder, forcible rape, 
robbery, 
aggravated assault, 
burglary, auto theft and larceny 
of more than $50. 
But Hoffman does not think 
these figures present the true 
picture He believes the per 
capita number of persons com­ 
mitting crimes in American so­ 
ciety remained about steady 
from the depression until the 
last five or 10 years when it 
began increasing — ‘ ‘but not as 
much as Hover's figures indi­ 
cate." 
The F B I’s total of 4.4 million 
serious 
crimes reported last 
year is deceptive, among other 
reasons, because of monetary 
inflation, Hoffman said. 
In an interview, he noted in­ 
flation has doubled and tripled 
valuations of stolen goods. As 
a result, the larceny $50 and 
over category, which compris­ 
es 28 per cent of the total, now 
is swelled by petty larcenis nev­ 
er before included. 
Auto thefts, which contribute 
17 per cent of the total, are de­ 
ceptive because a large but un­ 
known proportion are cases of 
“ joyriding” juveniles 
with no 
serious criminal intent, he said. 
In Hoffman’s view, part of the 
rise in the FBI rate is because 
of better reporting by local 
agencies, especially in rural 
areas. Each year he said they 
keep better records of crimes 
reported. 
A reason crime is increasing, 
Hoffman said, is “ we make 
crime so practical in Ameri­ 
ca." 
‘‘Crime does pay. It pays a 
hell of a lot of people,” he 
he said. 
Citizens make their valuables 
easy to take, stolen goods are 
easy to sell, and "the probaba- 
bility of getting caught is low,” 
said Hoffman. 
His reason for the rising num­ 
ber of burglaries, which last 
year totaled 1.8 million or 34 
per cent of the total, is that bur­ 
glary has become more profit­ 
able. 
“ A couple of decades ago 
what was there worth taking in 
the average 
house, the toast­ 
er?" 
, Now the burglar is inspired 
by easy-to-carry-and-sell color 


television sets and ste reo equip­ 
ment. Auto breakins are moti­ 
vated by ex|>ensive stereo out­ 
fits and bucket seats. 
Other reasons Hoffman gave 
for the rising crime rate are 
public apathy, the increased 
number of persons in their 20s, 
the age when they are most apt 
to 
commit crimes, and the 
steady shift of population into 
high density urban areas 
In high density areas people 
don’t feel responsibility 
for 
each other, tin* self policing of 
rural societies is absent, and 
it’s easy for a c riminal to get 
lost, Hof! man said. 
The answers to the crime 
problem, hi* said, lie in a < om- 
plete overhaul of the American 
system of law enforcement and 
corrections. 
Hoffman, a visiting professor 
from !1k University of Buffalo 
who specializes in police man­ 
agement, believes U Я police 
departments are badlv misman­ 
aged. 
"Police have changed their 
methods onlv slightly in the 
past 30 years," lie said. “ Yet

AT • l figures that if it were 
still using its methods of 30 
years ago, it would take all the 
women in the country to pro­ 
vide enough operators tohandle 
the current volume of calls.” 
In one major police depart­ 
ment Hoffman said detectives 
spend an average of only one 
hour a day “ on the street. 
1 hey’re nothing tut paper shuf­ 
flers. ” 
As often as not, he said po­ 
lice 
departments assign the 
most men to areas where they 
get the least calls and keep 
their rosters low on Friday and 
Saturday niehts -when the most 
crimes are committed. Only 10 
per cent of their « alls are be­ 
cause of serious crimes while 
70 per cent concern domestic 
disputes, drunks, noise and dis­ 
orderly juveniles. 
“ Everything considered, in 
eluding retirement the real cost 
of a patrolman is $25,000 a 
year.” he said. “ Yet we make 
very poor use of him.” 
Hoffman suggests that patrol­ 
men be provided male stenog 
raphe i s to ride along and write 
their reports.

Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of Maine is a much-respected 
and admired public servant who has added luster to the U.S. 
Senate quite apart from the fact that she is the only represen­ 
tative of her sex in that august body. 
But some inscrutable kind of feminine logic must have been 
guiding her actions in the showdown in the Senate over th»* Nixon 
administration’s 
proposed Safeguard anti-ballistic 
missile 
system. 
Mrs. Smith was on record as being opposed to the ABM as 
“ not only a tragic 
waste of money but a Maginot Line delu­ 
sion of self-defense.” Yet, ironically, hers was the deciding 
v6te in the defeat of an anti-ABM amendment to the military 
authorization bill introduced by Senators Cooper of Kentucky 
and Hart of Michigan. This amendment would have barred de­ 
ployment of the Safeguard for a year while permitting con­ 
tinued research and development and some procurement of hard­ 
ware. 
Just before this crucial vote, Mrs. Smith’sown amendment, 
which would have banned the ABM altogether, including even 
research, had been rejected by the Senate. Mrs. Smith then 
turned around and joined her pro-ABM colleagues to vote against 
the less-restrictive Cooper-Hart amendment, thus clearing 
the way for eventual full deployment of the weapons she so ab-

hors. 
It was something like a dedicated prohibitionist on a town 
council voting against reasonable regulation of liquor sales on 
the grounds that there should b< no compromise with evil in 
any way, shape or form. 
Mrs. Smith wanted total prohibition of the ABM. What she 
got is, in effect, a wide-open town. 
For better or worse 
the nation is going to develop and de­ 
ploy an antiballistic missile system. 
(Opposition to it in the 
House is expected to Vie much weaker than in the Senate.) 
It can only be hoped that future events will prove the critics 
to be wrong — that the ABM will n>it be an expensive boon­ 
doggle that escalates the arms race and actually reduces na­ 
tional security — and the President to be right — that the ABM 
will add bargaining strength to the U.S. hand at the upcoming 
arms 
limitation talks with the Russians and lead to an agree­ 
ment whereby the ABM and other weapons can be abandoned. 
In other words, it is to be hoped that the ABM is the self- 
liquidating insurance policy the administration claims it could 
De. 
If so, then Mrs. Smith will have gotten her way after all. < 
and no one will mind one bit that a woman has again had the last 
word. 


Highway slaughter 


The Travelers Insurance Co , 
in 
Hartfort, Conn., has published its annual 
report on highway accident statistics and 
the sum total is disturbing. 
For example dur­ 
ing the year 1968, 
highway 
accidents 
( streets 
included > 
took 
the 
lives of 
55,300 men, women 
and children, injured 
4.4 million; and rack­ 
ed up an appalling ec­ 
onomic loss of $13.5 
billion. 
The death toll in­ 
ducted 23,000 in col­ 
lisions 
with auto­ 
mobiles; 0,600 pedestrians; 7,100 in 
collisions with fixed objects; 1,300 in 
collisions with railroad trains; 13,200 
non-collision accidents; and the balance 
in miscellaneous accidents. 
The death toll was up 3,100 over that 
for 1967. Injury statistics are equally 
grim. A total of 3,182,000 persons were 
injured in collisions with automobiles: 
277.000 pedestrians were struck down; 
291.000 were injured as a result of a 
collision with fixed objects; and 
550- 
000 as a result of a non-collision type 
accidents. 
Appallingly enough 45,800 of the fat­ 
alities resulted from accidents in which 
one or more drivers committed some in­ 
fraction of vehicular law, and in the same 
vein, 3,880,000 of the injured were in ac­ 
cidents involving some infraction of the 
law 


The infractions included speed too 
fast for conditions; driving on the wrong 
side of the road, right of way situations; 
and such obvious errors as cutting in, 
passing on a curve or a hill, passing 
on the wrong side; failure ,to signal; 
and reckless driving. 
Of the 9,600 pedestrian fatalities 3,900 
resulted from crossings made between 
intersections; and 1,350 while walking 
on rural roads 
Of the «8,000 drivers in accidents 
resulting in fatalities, 40,300 were be­ 
tween the ages of 25 and 64; and only 
19,200 between the ages of 18 and 24. 
This latter fact would seem to belie the 
common assumption that drivers under 
age of 25 are responsible for most of 
the serious accidents. 
The statistics for drivers in non- 
fatal accidents also follow the trends 
for their counterparts in fatal accid­ 
ents; 3,046,000 were 25 to 64 years of 
age; and 1,198,000, under 24 years of 
age. 
The male gender accounted for 85.3 
per cent of the accidents involving fat­ 
alities; and 76.3 per cent of the non- 
fatal accidents. 
There are even more statistics in 
Travelers booklet A total of 83.7 per 
cent of the traffic* fatalities occurred 
in clear weather; and only 16.3 per 
cent during times of fog, rain or snow. 
In the same vein, 76.5 per cent of 
the fatalities oc curred on dry pave­ 
ment and only 31.5 per cent when the 
pavement was wet or otherwise un­ 
favorable

6 a.m., accounted for the highest num­ 
ber of fatalities, 8,900 or a figure 
more than double the second highest 
time slot, from 5 to 6 p.m. 
The booklet cites no figures directly 
on the involvement of alcohol in this 
high wav slaughter, but it does quote 
a congressional source which said that 
the demon rum causes about 25,000 
highwu' traffic fatalities each year and 
also results in injury to 800,000 per­ 
sons 
The fatalities attributed in some 
way 
to alcohol represent nearly one- 
half of all the fatalities; the injuries 
about one-fifth (no pun intended) of all 
those injured. 
The sad part about it all is that many 
innocent persons die as a result of 
someone else s drinking. It’s badenough 
to dit* as a.result of your having inbibed 
before 
driving, but to die as a result 
of someone else’s foolhardiness is al­ 
most too much to bear. 
The Ixoklet also notes that the age 
of drivers in serious accidents is fall­ 
ing; that professional drivers such as 
truck drivers, are safer than an equal 
number of passenger car drivers or 
other unprofessional categories. 
This column has dwelt on the subject 
before.

I venture to sav all law enforcement 
a encies are doing as much as they 
can to rope with the problem of the 
drinking driver.

Banks and the doghouse 


It has not been too long since the 
banks of the country were in the pub- 
lie’s doghouse. And in the directions 
some are going it would not take too 
much to put them right smack back 
in the doghouse again. 
This is a million 
miles from being an 
anti-banker article. I 
know too many coura­ 
geous bankers — ac­ 
tual 
heroes, 
when -'W; 
need be — and 
know 
g ^ 
them 
well. 
True, 
d 
- 
there 
are 
bankers 
who give you an um- 
^ 
brella on a sunny day 
& 
and the first wet day 
want it back. But they 
are realitively few. Moreover, it is un­ 
fair for the public to blame banks for 
today’s high interest rates — many such 
rates the highest in 100 years. 
Interest is merely the rent on money. 
When the rent on money is high it is the 
same as if the rent on houses is high. 
The high rate is not a cause of the 
inflation. It is the result of the infla­ 
tion. But, this said, it is equally deni­ 
able that many in the banking brother­ 
hood have, at the same time, lost their 
heads. 
Behind the scenes, and underneath the 
marble-hall, quiet stateliness, banking is 
an intensely competitive business. It 
just looks different on the surface, that’s 
all. And one competitive result has been 
a gradual erosion in the guardianship 
of the public interest. 
“ You have a friend at Chase Man­ 
hattan” is a New York City household 
word. But even this fine bank, long 
identified with the Rockefeller family, 
has rushed to TV and seemed to glamor­ 
ize debt. It dramatically urges all listen­ 
ers not to worry; just to expand their 
consumer - borrowing for whatever good­ 
ies they desire. So have numerous rival 
banks. The great Chase, in fact, has been 
more self-restrained than many others. 
Well, the word debt derives from the 
same Latin root as death. “ The borrow­ 
er,” it is noted even in the Book of 
Proverbs, “ is servant to the lender.” 
Through debt you can learn how salty 
is another man’s bread, how hard it is 
to go up and down another man’s stairs. 
Instead of glamorizing, oversimplify­ 
ing and promoting debt, don’t all banks 
have an obligation to point out that 
personal bank debt should be incurred 
only in emergencies, or at least with 
grave reluctance, and that the trouble 
with debt is that we must repay it? 
Hasn't every bank some duty to cau­ 
tion us that this is not easy money — 
oh, no — and that every nickel can be 
terribly, terribly hard to repay? 
The banks’ widespread omission of 
this homely truth has been unsound and 
intolerable in the public interest. 
Columbus, Ohio, hardware clerk Stan­ 
ley Mellman recently told a local re­ 
porter; “ They come in to buy a few 
nails and a yard rake and charge $2 
on their interbank card, or something. 
Are my customers broke, or is the bank 
helping to urge them not to pay cash 
for anthing?” 
The American consumer, who has 
been urged not to pay cash for anything, 
has now run up consumer debts total­ 
ling $387 billion! 
The respected National Foundation for 
Consumer Credit finds that household 
indebtedness - $35 billion in 1948 - 
has zoomed to this. Debt has leaped 
from its long - time average level of 
about 22 per cent of our public’s after­ 
tax income to an incredible 71 per cent. 
A full 71 cents out of every after­ 
tax dollar the average American house- 
hold earns is now already committed in 
advance for debts previously contracted 
and the interest on them. In fact, per­ 
sonal debt is now overwhelmingly the 
largest part of the average household’s 
financial structure. Meanwhile, personal 
bankruptcies are out-stripping business 
bankruptcies almost 10 to one. 
More credit cards (150 million) will 
be mailed out this year than there are 
adults in the United States. Millions 
sent aren't even requested. And, as tor 
the banks, an estimated one out of eight 
now offers credit cards — shouting, 
“ Come and get it!” like chuck-wagon 
cooks to the cowpunchers on the range 


- and all in spite of the bite that debt 
puts on today’s average American in­ 
come. 
As sure as the Lord made little aj> 
pies, if the country’s economic shoe be­ 
gins to pinch and repayment problems 
arise, the public will not blame itself. 


It will most certainly, and most human­ 
ly, blame the banks and bankers. 
Good, wise brotherhood, why not re­ 
verse the theme and preach thrift, and 
this time stay out of the doghouse?

In New York City, always a crucial 
political showcase, the 
conservative 
Democratic nominee for mayor, City 
Controller Mario Procaccino, is being 
steadily undercut by liberals in his 
party who are turning to Mayor John 
Lindsay on the Liberal party ticket. 
The divisiveness there and in such 
other major places as Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and California puts a gloomy cast 
on the party’s 1970 prospects, even 
though six juicy GOP governorships are 
on the line. 
The Kennedy matter, of course, has 
added heavily to that gloom. Every­ 
where, the party seems deficient in 
“ star quality” and there is a lack of 
driving leadership. Efforts to produce 
unity among the factions warring along 
the ideological spectrum are described 


by one veteran leader as “ mere hand- 
holding” unlikely to help much. 
A scan of the regional political map 
does little to cheer the Democrats.The 
migration of Americans toward the South 
and West, (where Republicanism evident­ 
ly is gaining promises to diminish basic) 
Democratic strength in presidential elec­ 
tions just ahead. 
For example, after the 1970 census 
three growing states won by President 
Nixon in 1968—California, Arizona and 
Florida-wiil probably have a net total 
gain of nine electoral votes over their 
aggregate total in 1968. 
Illinois, Ohio and a few other states 
he won are expected to suffer electoral 
vote losses, to be sure, but the out­ 
look is that if Nixon simply won in 
1972 the same 32 states he took last 
year, his electoral count would be ad­ 
vanced at least four points. 
The Democrats’ immediate future in 
1970 
and 1972 is, however, worse than 
that. 
Even if George Wallace runs ag­ 
ain, Nixon has a bright chance of seiz­ 
ing huge Texas, with its electoral vote 
boosted a point to 26. Hubert Humph­ 
rey took it by a whisker in 1968. 
Nixon won one Deep South state, South 
Carolina, 
and 
ran 
ahead of Hum- 
phrey-though losing to Wallace 
in 
Georgia and Arkansas. 
This reporter’s two southern visits 
this spring provided hard evidence that 
the Democrats are fighting a desperate 
rear-guard action in much of the Old 
South. 
They would need supreme luck 
to win one of the 11 states in 1972. 
In the Midwest, the Plains, the Moun­ 
tain states and the Pacific, Democratic 
efforts in the coming elections may 
fall on largely barren 
ground. 
The 
voter gains are taking place in areas 
like Southern 
California where con­ 
servative Republicanism seems on the 
march. 
Among the seven U.S. regions, Hum­ 
phrey won only two-New England and the 
Middle Atlantic. These, plus strength 
in such places as Michigan, Minnesota 
and Washington state, provide the shrun­ 
ken core of Democratic political power 
today. 
The “ new politics” as New Left lil> 
erals define it translates today into 
very little real political currency. The 
trend is running away from the noise 
on the eastern streets and campuses.
